The exhaust silencer is based on 
the principle of physics that a 
vacuum will not transmit sound. 
The device itself is a simple affair, 
consisting of a straight pipe leading 


from the motor to a metal box 
through which run short pipes 
carrying rushing currents of air 


caused by the speeding airplane or 
car 

The air rushing through the 
pipes causes a vacuum in the metal 
box, thus choking off the sound 

Army officials at the Presidio 
here say that the tests made espe- 
cially on the motors of the large 
bombing planes Bolling Field, 
Washington, have demonstrated that 
the new type exhaust in no way 
affects the power of the motor 

Sergt. Newton, who is responsible 
for the invention, is 40 and has serv- 
ed in the army foreign service in 
the Philippines and China for 15 
years.

the body. The lack of insulin leads to imperfect 
metabolism of starches and sugars.

The working power of these cells is ap- 
parently capable of being reduced by an exces- 
sive use of sugars and starches in the dict. 
Almost every middle-aged patient with dia- 
betes will have been a heavy user of these par- 
ticular foods which over-work the pancreas by 
forcing it to carry too much of a working load 
over a long period of time. Eventually, some 
of the secreting cells apparently wear out and 
the result is a decrease in natural insulin. Asa 
consequence, the body is less able to handle car- 
| bohydrates and gradually the symptoms of dia- 
betes assert themselves, 

The classical symptoms of the disorder are 
| extreme thirst, extreme hunger, and an increase 
| in the fluid thrown out by the kidneys. The 

public as a whole is well acquainted with an- 
| other symptom—the finding of sugar in the kid- 
| ney elimination. This elimination may actually 

contain enough sugar so that it has a definite 
| sweetish odor. . 


However, the general public is not so weil 
informed about another change taking place, 
which concerns itself with a rise in the blood 
sugar. It is because of this rise in the sugar cir- 
culating in the blood that the kidneys are forced 
to take some of it and get rid of it by washing it 
out of the body. 

In true diabetes mellitus, the carbohydrates 
are largely wasted and hurry through the body 
without the patient getting much good from 
them. Normally starches and sugars are changed 
nto dextrose and other substances during diges- 
and in this changed form are taken to the 
liver and there stored as glycogen, with the liver 
acting more or less as a warehouse.
